wherein the property of the handvmtten ink information associated with the global unique 
identifier in the table is applied to the tag data based on the referencing . 

15. (Original) The computer readable medium according to claim 14, wherein 
tags for said global xmique identifiers are determined by the position of said global unique 
identifiers in said table. 

16. (Original) The computer readable medium according to claim 14, wherein 
tags for said global unique identifiers are specified. 

17. (Currently amended) The A -computer readable medium of claim 14 wherein the 
data structure fiirther comprises a fifth portion h aving a data struoturo thoroon, said data structur e 
b e ing read and proc e ss e d by a computer, said data structur e relating to storing handwritt e n inlc 
information, said data structure comprising:

comput e r to slcip over said tag data; 

a third portion having said tag data; 

a fourth portion describing an ink space rectangle. 

18. (Currently amended) A -The computer readable medixim of claim 14 wherein the 
having a data structure thoroon, said data structure being road and processed by a computer, said 
data structure relating to storing handvvTitt e n ink information, said data structure further 
comprises comprising:

strokes in which said properties are related to the metrics of properties in said fourth fifth 
portion.
